He isacongressman from 
New York, and was chairman of the 
republican committee during the reign 
of the not afraid-Sheridan, ard his rep- 
utation is wholly derived from the cel- 
ebrated Louisiana compromise meas- 
ure. It does the democrats no good to 
reiterate the fallacy that the ticket is 
weak because its standard bearers have 
made no grand records. What had 
Lincoln done -rior to his nomination ? 
He defeated the originator of the re- 
publican party, Wm. H.feward. We 
must look to logic of facts. 

The republicans nave chosen their 
leader from the west, and their second 
from the east. The democrats must 
take the opposite t ck. Necessity com- 
pels it. e must take our candidate 
from the east and our second from the 
west. ‘lhen the wage of battle will be 
fairly arrayed. It is also the wisest 
policy to selectthe very strongest can- 
didate the ncrth can furnish—a war 
democrat—one whois a decided apos- 
tle of reform—the one who can carry 
New York, Connecticut, New Jersey 
and California. If the St. Louis con- 
vention had the power to elect a presi- 
dent, instead of nominating one, we be- 
lieve Bayard would have an overwhel- 
ming majority, but this is not the case. 
Bayard comes from a small common- 
wealth, and he can hardly carry New 
York over Wheeler. a native of that 
state. Wecan take no chances. A 
western man is now out of the pos- 
sibilities. He cannot carry enough 
states to be elected. The neces- 
sity forces the selection of the strong- 
est candidate from the north, and that 
manis undoubtedly Samuel J. Tilden, 
of New York. With him as first on 
the ticket, and Hendricks ot Indiana, 
as the second, the democrats have 
every prospect-of winning. Thurman 
is out of the race. His own state has 
failed to endorse him, and gone out on 
the wild theories of money specula- 
tion. We cannot afford to array against 
us the entire money power of the bond- 
holders. We in the south know its 
immense power. Tilden is with this 
grand motor. Hendricks favors neith- 
er, ana is non-committal. 

Tilden can carry New York. The 
very men who now oppose him are 
those who in 1874 asserted he could 
not carry the state. They held a coun- 
cil ot Albany, sent to Tilden and re- 
quested him to withdraw his name 
from the gubernatorial canvass, so 
that the democracy might not be 
exposed to overwhelming defeat. 
His friends refused to let him withdraw. 
Tammany, headed then by John Kelly, 
as now, 1efused tosupporthim, He ran 
the race against Gov. Dix, the most pop- 
ular mao in the state of the republican 
party, and against Tammany, and was 
elected by over 50,000 majority. Last 
year through the influence of Tilden 
the democratic state ticket won, and 
throughjthe machinations of Tammany, 
the republicans obtained a small ma- 
jority in the legislature. Tammany was 
overwhelmingly defeated, even in New 
York city. These same Tammanyites 
are now endeavoring to create the im- 
pression that Gov. Tilden is unpopular 
in New York. They want to rule or 
ruin. Against their combined influence 
the state convention at Utica unani- 
mously adopted a resolution suggesting 
Tilden’s name for president. This 
secured him seventy votes in the con- 
vention. 

Tilden is a true reformer. His acts 
have shown it. He smashed the Tam- 
many ring withsuch rulers as Tweed 
& Co.; he smashed the canal ring, and 
the leaders of this gigantic corporation 
will be sent to the penitentiary, where 
thev belong. In two years he has re- 
duced the taxes of New York from si3- 
teen million to eight million dollars, 
As to his regard for constitutional law 
read his splendid message to the New 
York legislature on the Catiian usurp- 
ation in New Orleans. What southern 
or national man can object to that? It 
is legal, bold, fearless and uncompro- 
mising—utterly oh to the general 
goverfiment interfering with a state.

Baton Rover, June 19.—A disturb- 
ance occurred at Mount Pleasant near 
Port Gibson last Saturday.

A party of armed negroes passed Baton 
Rouge on the opposite side of the river 
going towards Plaquemine. When 
they reached Brushy landing they were 
disarmed by the sheriff. The posse mak- 
ing the arrest at Mount Pleasant were 
fired upon by some negroes, and two 
of the posse were wounded and two 
horses killed.
